A GHREAT CHAXGE DESTRED.

IFPRECIAL TELEGRANM TO THE DISPATCN.]

ScrANTON, May 26.—This city continues
to be agitated over the collapse of the City
Bauk. Cashier Jessup and his friends made
a great effort to keep the news from ihe out-
side world, snd correspondents for out-of-
town papers were beseeched not to send the
news over the wires. His attorney, Everett
‘Warren, who sets in the absence of Mr.
Jessup’s brother, Judge Jessup, said that
the reports sent out were grossly misleading,
but the directors of the bank tell a different
story, and intimate that not balf has been
told.

The following is Mr. Jessup's eard, spoken
of in TEE DISPATCKE this morning, and
which was published in a morning news
paper, the owner and editor of which is the
political sponsor and personal friend of the
besmirched cashier:

THE CASHIER'S STATEMENT.

With reference to the article in this even-
ing’s Truth, hended “Failure of the Scranton
City Bank.” permit me to say: Abous B o"alock
this afternoon I was utterly astonished by
being served with & warrant charging me with
embexzling the fonds of the Scranton City
Bank. This charge is not true. I hare not
ﬂ!mllé used or invested the funds of the
bank, either personally or officizily, nor do I
propose to go to Canada. If | have made mis-
takes In"Iu:lnl to ¢:r.|uin. for whlch‘!i lhm h[:;l‘-
sonally liable, or In investment wit k
funds, I bave, as T fully belisve, I:n abundance
of property to make the same good. This
l:ropanly will not be assigned or secreted, but

mostly in investments in this city and imme-
diate ity, and certainly within reach of
any just tors I have.

GEORGE A. JESSUP.

Notwithstanding this card, however,
which was conspicuous for iis m!:iguit!,
the directors declare that Mr. Jessup, in his
Inst weekly report to the board, dated May
18, declared that there was a surplus on
hand, above all liabilities, of 10,000, in-
cluding the stock, It is also kuown that
Sainter Brothers & Co., clothiers, had paper
dispounted amounting to $5,000 on Friday
last, and that Mr. Jessup took this paper to
the Merchants and Mechanics’ Bank and
had it rediscounted.

¥OT VEEX SLOW DIRECTORS.

The directorsfof the bank are roundly ecen-
sured for the part they took in cjosing the
institution. The directors drew e cent
they had on deposit o few hours before the
collapse, with the exception of President
Throop, who owns one-fourth of the stock
and is the heaviest depositor in the concern.
At the close of business on Suturday he bad
over $58,000 in the bank.

In an interview this evening President
Throop =kid that the embarrassment of the
bank was caused by Jessup using the funds
of the bank to promoie & contract he had
with the Ontario and Western Railroad
Canf:ni. whereby the latter was to develop
coal Jand owned by Jessup in this vicinity.
These lands comprise 80 aeres and contaimr
2,000,000 tons of coal. One week ago Satur-
day, after baving spent a week in New
York and Boston in the interest of this

scheme, Jeag returned  to Scranton dis
glvmad. e bad expected to return with

CASH AND RELIABLE CONTRACTS

for the balance, nmounting in all to §200.-
000. Had he accomplished this, Dr. Throop
says, he would have been able to bridge
over his difficuities and the collapse never
would have occarred. Dr, Throop thinks
that Jessup is good for every cent he owes,
and is not alarmed at all at the eollapse.

The gentlemen who comprise the Board of
Directors of the defunct bank represent
nearly $4,000,000, and people generally be-
lieve that the losses to depositors will be
light. Mr. Warren, attorney for Jessup,
admits that the latter used the funds of the
bank to promote his private enterprises. In
an interview he said: “‘“Mr. Jessup used the
funds of the bank only as they came through
legitimate channels, Hedrewthem regularly,
as any other customer of the bank woanld,
It mav be that he didn’t put up collaterals
as he should, but there is ample security for
all the shortnge right here in Scranton. I
do not believe be will go to Cauada, like
other cashiers we read of.”

BUTILDING A FINE HOUSE.

A few weeks ago Mr. Jessup let the con-
tract for the handsome new residence to be
built at the cormer of Quincy avenue and
Mulberry street, and the foundation walls
of the new building have already been laid.

A director told THE DISFATCH corre-
spondent this eveningthat the amwount of
cash on hand at the time of the collupte was
a little over $8.000. The rumor that Dr.
Throop, who is rated as worth $3,000,000,
was on Jeasup’s bond to the bank, was an-
thoritatively demied this eveming by that
gentleman. The mﬂf bondsmen are Jessup's
brother, Judge William H. Jessup, and Ei-
father-in-law, Albert Beardsley, of Susque-
henna ecounty. These bonds are considered
insufficient and unreliable by leading busi-
ghmn who have had business with the

failare is the firm of L. N. Kramer & Co.,
leading olothiers here. Mr, Kramer had in
bank $8,316, to be need in & business trans-
action the coming week.

A Pecalinr Sult Entered Against a Governor
and Pr Polltinl

Corvmmia, 8. C.,, May 26.—To-morrow
morning Mr. Gibbes Gardner, through his
sttorneys, Messrs. Verner, Bonham &
Rucker, will ‘enter suit agaiost
Oliver Ames, Governor of Massachu-
setts; J. Hendrix McLane, now of Bosion,
and formerly a Greenbsck candidate for
Gowernor in this State, and V. P. Clayton,
of Columbia, a lu«'liuﬁ'l Republican, for
$752, alleged to be due him for editorial-
services on the Columbia Evening Record,
Six months ago the Evening Record, at
that time a Democratic paper, was purchased
by unknown parties and turned into an in-
dependent journal. It was kmown that
McLane had been collecting money in
Boston to start a Republican pa
here, and it was believed that this
money had purchased the Record. Mr.
Gardner claims that he was engaged to
edit the Record and promised a salary
of $18 a week and $500 in stock in the
paper. He has not received the stock
and for 36 weeks has not been paid his sal-
ary. ' When he entered the serviee of the
paper he was shown a list of the stockhold-
ers and Governor Ames was one of the prin-
cipal shareholders.

They will confer
with Hippolyte sud endeavor to securs
peace and a few locations suitable for coal-
ing stations. Beyond this their instrume-
tions are secrel.

WASHINGTOX, D. C., May 26.—The State
Depariment Commissioners seleeted to visit
Hayti will slso probably be instrmcted to
visit Santo Domingo. As near as can be
ascertained from those conversant with our
diplomatic policy Yheobjeet is to ultimately
obtain cosling or naval stations at Mole St.
Nicholas and Bay, and the com-
mission will séek to obtain such mssurances
as will make it possible for the administra-
tion to establish coaling stations with the
necessary territory for their protection at
those two poinis.

The State Department has all the meana
necessary not only to deiray the expenses of
the commission, but to negotiate for future
privileges of an important commercial na-
ture.

The greatest caution has been exercised
at the State Department to keep the pur-
mipﬁ and movements of the commission se-

The commission to Hayti has at last been
deﬂniux agreed u?;n. It was at first in-
tended that it should consist of three mem-
bers, but the refusal of Congressman Robert
Hitt, of Illinois, to serve reduces the num-
ber to two.

Theother gentiemen who have signified
their willingness to go are General Lew
Wallace, of Indiana, ex-Minister to Turkey,
and Mr, Nathaniel Beverly Tucker, of
Virginia. The political balance of the
commission is thus maintained, inasmuch
as General Wallace isa Republican and
Mr. Tucker an ex-Confederate Demoorat.

BECRET INSTRUCTIONS.

Secretary Blaine is desirous of all things
that none of the great European powers
should become acquainted with the nature
of the instructions, lest the intentions of the
American Commissioners be anticipated
and the possible results of their mission
pentralized. A publication of the details
of the instructions wounld be followed by
their immediate transmission by cable to
the English, German and French foreign
officers, as these three Governments especi-
ally would be vitally interested in every
move which this conntry might make in the
premi:hes.n yti Lciati surprise is

At the Haytian on natu-
rally expressed at the action ol the State
Department in sending a commission to
Hayti. The administration had scarcely
been in office two weeks when it was de-
termined to send represcntatives of our
Government to Hayti independent of ordi-
nary diplomatio service.

The t of Hippolyte,
sent here last year, bad intimated to the
State Department that Legitime had prom-
jsed %t the French Minister at Port an
Prince the Mole 8¢, Nicholss.

A BOGUS FRENCH TREATY.

In the treaty referred to a site for the es-
tablishment of a coal d waa to be ceded
and abandoned forever at 8t Nicholas to
the French Republic. The Haytian Minis-
ter assured Secretary Blaine that it was not
in the power of Legitime or any otherurr-
son in authority in Hayti to ceds an inch of
native territory to any power. The French
Government, through its Minister, was
equally emphatic in declaring that it was
not their intention fo acquire territory in
any part of the world, mueh less any spot
that would involve his Government in con-
troversy with the United Btates. Further
assurances were received from our own Le-
gation in Paris that no such treaty as it was
alleged had been negotiated was in exist.

ence.

More recently the State ent wus
ndvised that the situntion in Havti was be-
coming favorable to the forces of Hippolyte.
The latler had already nssared our Govern-
ment through an unofficial source that he
would be glad to offer to the Unired States
the privileges of a naval station at Mole St.
Nicholas, which wounld give us coveted and
decided advantages. He also said he wonld
be happy to draw the ties closer by addi-
tional treaty rﬁrllugu, and render more in-
timate the relations of the two countries.

Mr. Blaine understands that while we
have an accredited Minister to Port an
Prince, Legitime, who has been recognized
by nearly all the European governments,
wonld not rtoeiva c&mmﬁom t{n x offi-
cial capacity. n the other , Hippo-
Iyte hr:o diplomatic gestraints surround-
ing him, and if it should appear to our
Government that the situation warranis the
recognition of Hippolyte there is nothing
to prevent the formulation of the agreement
pro for the lurther consideration of
the State Department. 1In the meantime
neither faetion is officially recognized by
our Government.

AN ENGINE-ROOM TELEGRAPH.

An Ingenlonn Arrangement to Put a Ship
' OMcer and Engineer In Communication.
Casscll's Magazine,]

An electric engine-room felegraph of a
successful kind hus been invented by Mr. J.
B. Wallis, and introduced on a number of
H. M. ships—Camperdown, Rodoey snd
others,

The apparatus consists of a dial with a
hand, which is moved to points on the dial
representing the orders to be transmitted to
the engine room. This dial stands
on the bridge, and is under the con-
trol of the officer on duty. The
movement of the handle by him rings
an electric bell in the engine room to call
the engineer's attention to anotber similar
dial which is provided for him, on which he
reads the order transmitted to him. By an
ingenious arrangement the engineer signals
back that he has und r cor-
rectly, and the officer acknowledges the mes-
sage by o ringing the bell.

A similar spparatus as also been devised
by Mr. Wallls for telegraphing from and to
the engine room the number of revolutions

 BUNLIGHT AND TREES, _
Bome Interesting Particulars From tho Re-

port of Ferestry Department,
Cassell's Magazine.]

The latest report of the United States For-
esiry Department gives some interesting
particulars as to the influence of light on
frees,

Light is necessary for the development of
the chlorophyll, or green coloring matter,
and for the lifa of all green plants, npmﬂy
trees. Trees nearly always develop in
the full enjoymept of light, but their capa-
city for growing in shade varies considera-
bly. Yew r:m ﬂlrh:‘ in the dai:mu:i ?:‘"i'}fi
whereas a few o P
larch. The hﬂehy“':'lll m p:!rthl shade
where the oak would languish and the birch
die. When planted in moist places all
species are less sensitive to the withdrawal
of light. In the open, maples, elms and
sycamores grow well and make a good shade,
while in a dense forest they thin out amd
show & scanty foliage. Conifers, such as
spruces nnd firs, have the greatest eapacit;
for growing in the shade, and preserve their
foliage in spite of the withdrawal of light.
It has been found that those leaves which
develop under the full influence of sunlight
are larger and tougher, besides having a
Inrger :amber llif stomats, arubr:a ng
pores, than those less exposed to light.

Experiments are to be carried out on this
subject in the United States. We may also
mention herea novel mode of studying
timber, which has been introduced by Mr.
R. B. Hough, of Lowville, New Tork. He
employs frames of cardboard econtaining
three thin slices of wood, each two inches
wide by five inches Jong and from one-

hﬁet{l to one two-hundredths inch thick,
